Eternal v igilance is no t o nly the price o f 
liberty . It is also the price o f a go v ernment 
that is reaso nably respo nsiv e to the larger 
needs o f the peo ple it go v erns. 


It it a rare law passed by Co ngress that 
is no t a co mpro mise — usually an imperfect 
co mpro mise — between the welfare o f the m a­ 
jo rity and the interests o f so me special, o r­ 
ganized gro up. And it is a rare co mpro mise 
that is reached witho ut the co nstant v igilance 
o f jo um a’lsts, so cial critics and o thers who 
co nstitute the o nly lo bby the uno rganized ma­ 
jo rity has.

The lesson of Czechoslov akia is sim ple: 
T otalitarian propagan da, ev en when han dled 
by m en as ex pert as the Ru ssian s an d the old 
Czech profession als, is n ot sc powerfu l aj, the 
W estern philosophy of freedom ; howev er in ­ 
eptly dispen sed. 
The R u ssian s hav e had their way in Czecho­ 
slov akia for 20 y ears.

Yet. in the en d. these teachin gs cou ld on ly 
be en forced with Ru ssian arm or.

J E R l SALEM (AP) —E xa ctly 
a year to the day after Israeli 
paratroopers 
seized 
the 
holy 
Wailing Wall and the rest of 
Jerusa lem from Jordan, a team 
of enthusiastic Hebrew Univer­ 
sity archaeologists made an ex­ 
citing find beneath the wall's 
time-worn face. 
F a r below the rubble of 2.000 
years of battles and conquest 
around the wall they discover­ 
ed a pavement built by King 
Herod to lead to the platform 
of his fabulous and revered sec­ 
ond Jew ish temple. 
Herod’s temple rose 200 years 
before 
Christ 
on 
the 
sacred 
Mount Moriah in the old Holy 
City. 


It replaced the Jew ish temple 
built by Solomon in honor of 
his father David and destroyed 
by the victorious Babylonians in 
587 B.C. 


HEROD’S T E M PL E was raz­ 
ed by the triumphant 
Roman 
Titus in 70 A D. to m ark his 
victory over the rebellious Jew s. 
The best preserved part to the 
present day was the W'estern 
Wall — the Wailing Wall. 
Soon a fter the

Professor 
B eja m in 
Mazar. 61. one of Israel s most 
noted archaeologists and histo­ 
rians, started to dig around the 
foot of 
the

one of them — a girl from I^on- 
rion — helped shift the last lay­ 
ers of soil which covered the 
pavement.

A t 
right, crewmen swing the fish decompression 
chamber over the side for lowering to the ocean 
floor where divers, below, fill it with rare deni­ 
zens of the deep. 
After filling, chamber is 
sealed and hoisted aboard ship where iish will 
be programmed according to standard N avy 
decompression table for men Fish are removed 
from chamber, bottom right, after they have 
been brought gradually to surface pressure.
